Washing ton. — Provlsiona

excess earning s above the 5.75 per

by the interstate commerce 
<XHnmiaslon as a reasonable return on 
their valuation were sustained by the 
Supreme court. 
The attack on the constitutionality 
of the recapture clause was broug ht 
by the Dayton-Goose Creek Railway 
company of Texas, but when the case 
reached the Supreme court, nineteen 
of the most important railway systems 
of the country joined in it. 
Ro a ds Under I. C. C. “ Gua rdia nship.” 
Describing the transportation act as 
leg islation intended to build up a sys­ 
tem of railways, and to g ive the own­ 
ers of the railways an opportunity to 
eani enoug h to maintain their prop­ 
erties and 
eq uipment In efficiency. 
Chief Justice Taft declared that the 
railroads had been placed more com­ 
pletely than ever under the g uardian­ 
ship and control of the interstate com­ 
merce commission. 
He pointed out that the commission’s 
functions were no long er limited to 
the fixing of reasonable rates and the 
prevention of those which are dis- 
crfmlnatoiy. 
Pro fit Sha ring “ Key ” o f Who le Pla n. 
The clauses of the transportation 
act which provide for the recapture of 
excess earning s were declared by the 
court “the key provision of the whole 
plan.” 
The uniformity of rates de­ 
cided upon as the most helpful to the 
weaker railroads would enable those 
of averag e efficiency, the court said, to 
earn the prescribed maximum return. 
By the recapture clauses cong ress 1s 
“enabled to maintain uniform rates 
for all shippers and yet keep the net 
returns of railways, whetlier strohg 
or weak, to the varying percentag es 
which are fair for them.”

Coolidge Asks Right of Way 
to Tax Over Bonus; 
Backs Longworth. 


W ashington.—President Coolidge has 
thrown his influence back of the move 
of house leaders to delay the soldiers’ 
bonus until after a tax bill has been 
reported from the ways and means 
committee. 
The President regards it as highly 
desirable that the tax reduction legis­ 
lation shall be approved at the earli­ 
est possible date because of the bene- 
ticial effect upon business such action 
will have. 


Approves Longworth Plan. 
Accordingly he approves the plan of 
Itepreseutative Longworth (Rep., O.), 
m ajority leader of the house, to head 
off the resolution to be proposed in 
the conference of ♦louse Republicans 
under which the ways and means 
committee would be instructed to re­ 
port out the bonus WU within a speci­ 
fied period. 
Representative Longworth, after a 
conference with ex-service members 
including Representatives Fish of New 
York, Johnson of South Dakota, and 
Andrew 
of M assachusetts, said lie 
had absolutely no fear of the result. 
“I told them we had them beaten, 
and we h av e; there’s no doubt about 
it,” he stated. ‘‘I really don’t think 
there will be any tight over it,” he 
added. 


Friends of Bonus Confident. 
No compromises were offered to the 
three men representating the soldier 
bloc, Mr. Longworth said. The whole 
issue was whether the bonus or the 
tax bill should have right of way, 
w hether the tax reduction—something 
th at every one In the country, includ­ 
ing tile veterans, desired—should have 
preference over adjusted compensa­ 
tion favored by a comparative few. 
W hile Mr. Longworth and fellow 
leaders were convinced that the bonus 
was killed, this view was not shared 
by Representatives Fish, Johnson and 
Andrew.

Washington. — Provisions 
of 
the 
transportation act requiring railroads 
to divide with the government their 
excess earnings above the 5.75 per 
cent fixed by the interstate commerce 
commission as a reasonable return on 
their valuation were sustained by the 
Supreme court. 
The attack on the constitutionality j 
of the recapture clause was brought 
I 
by the Dayton-Goose Creek Railway 
company of Texas, but when the case 
reached the Supreme court, nineteen 
of the most important railway systems 
of the country joined in it. 
Roads Under I. C. C. “Guardianship.” 
Describing the transportation act as 
legislation intended to build up a sys­ 
tem of railways, and to give the own­ 
ers of the railways an opportunity to 
earn enough to maintain their prop­ 
erties and 
equipment 
in efficiency, 
Chief Justice Taft declared that the 
railroads had been placed more com­ 
pletely than ever under the guardian­ 
ship and control of the interstate com­ 
merce commission. 
He pointed out that the commission’s 
functions were no longer limited to 
the fixing of reasonable rates and the 
prevention of those which are dis­ 
criminatory.

The clauses of the transportation 
act which provide for tile recapture of 
excess earnings were declared by the 
court “the key provision of the whole 
plan.”

By the recapture clauses congress is 
“enabled to m aintain uniform rates 
for all shippers and yet keep the net 
returns of railways, whether strong 
or weak, to the varying percentages 
which are fair for them .”

Farmers recognize tha t land varies 
In agricultural value because of favor­ 
able or unfavorable location, and also 
because It varies in producing power. 
The character of the soli Itself should 
be carefully Investigated before pur­ 
chase. 
Color Is an Important Indlca- 
tlmi of value, R. S. Smith of the Uni­ 
versity of Illinois points out, but is not 
a n Infallible guide, particularly when 
only the surface color is examined. 
Black soils are thought of as good soils, 
and such is usually the case; however, 
black soil may be nearly worthless. In 
one case of this sort an Individual had 
spent over a quarter of a million of 
dollars In a large reclamation project, 
only to face a total crop failure the 
first year and the prospect of many 
subsequent failures due to the presence 
of an excessive amount of alkalL This 
land Is dark brovra or black. 
Intelli­ 
gent examination of the land would 
have given warning of the trouble 
ahead, but an Inteltigent examination 
was not raada 
Certain farms are known to change 
hands frequently. An examination of 
these farms shows a good-looking sur­ 
face soil, particularly at certain times 
of the year, but they do not produce 
welL In these particular cases, a thor­ 
ough examination woold reveal a very 
good brown to black surface soil to 
a 
depth of about eight inches, then a 
gray-colored ashy layer to a depth of 
about eighteen inches, resting on a 
highly plastic, Impenious, tight clay 
subsoil. 
The reason for the frequent 
sales is re\ealed, but it would only be 
revealed by an examination of the sub­ 
surface and sutisoll and would not be 
susi>ecied by anyone excepting a man 
who Is trained in the dassiflcation of 
land, from a mere examination of the 
surface. 
Before buying a farm, take a spade, 
o r, better, a soil anger, and see what 
kind of a subsoil is present The two 
most common faults In Illinois are 
presence of a tight clay, or hardpan 
snbsiill, or a subs<*il which Is too open, 
due to the presence of gravel or sand 
too near the snrface. 
The prospective purchaser should 
either examine the soil map of the re­ 
gion or send the legal description of 
the land he Is thinking of buying to hfs 
state eiiieriment station for a state­ 
ment as to Its classification. 
Don’t 
wait and do this after making the pur­ 
chase, as Is so frequently doncL Next, 
make a careful eiam ina|jfp personally. 
In doing this, remember that the sur­ 
face soil Is only a part of the land you 
are thinking of buying. 
If these two 
simple suggestions are followed, one 
need have little fear that h** Is buying 
land which may have something wn» ng 
with iL

Short Course a t U niversity 


Programs in seven different sections 
have been prejiared for the annual 
Farmers’ week at the University of 
Rllnols, which this year will be held 
January 21 to 25. Sjiecial sei tions will 
be deaoteil to agronomy, animal hus­ 
bandry, dalrj’ hu.sbandrj', farm organi­ 
zation and management, farm me­ 
chanic!« , lieekeeping and honiculture. 
In addition to the Farmers’ week 
program, special programs are to be 
offered as f<» llows: 
For butter and Ice cream makers— 
January 21-February 2. 
For tractor operators—January 15- 
20, January 29-February 3. 
For florists—January 21-25. 
The program for florists is offered 
this year for the first time. The work 
will cover greenhouse soils and fer­ 
tilizers, growing of greenhouse crops, 
and floral deconition. 
Railway lines of the Western Pas­ 
senger association and of the Central 
Passenger associatiim have authorized 
reduced railroad rates. 
The as.socia- 
tlons specify oi>en rate of fare and a 
half with minimum excursion fare of 
$1 from points In Illinois, and from 
S t Louis to Urhana and Champaign, 
with final return limit January 28. 
There will be only the expense of 
board at the university, as there are 
no Incidental or registration fees. 
Special prominence this year will be 
given to the economic side of farming, 
with careful explanation of tlie mar­ 
keting, efiicient management of the 
busine.ss of farming and the planning 
of the farm as a productive economic 
unit. 
Farmers’ week is a popular course 
of addresses, denmnstrations and ex- 
ercist's on subjects relating to farm 
life. 
It covers a period of one wtek 
and is designed to give busy farmers 


T ractor Schools a t U niversity 


The department of farm me<*hanics, 
college of agriculture. University of 
Illinois, will condurt two one-week 
tractor s<*hools during the weeks of 
January 14-19 and January 28 to Fe!>- 
ruary 2, 1924. These two courses come 
the wet‘k before and the week after 
the Farmers’ week program, January 
21-25. The total registration for each 
week will be limited to 35 students. 
Twenty-one hours are to be devoted to 
lectures and 22 hours to practical lab­ 
oratory work during the week. 
The lecture w’ork in this course will 
cover the construction, theory, opera­ 
tion, maintenance and repair of gaso­ 
line engines and oil-burning tractors. 
The laboratory work will consist of 
practical work in engine and tractor 
operation, magnetos, carburetbrs, en­ 
gine-timing and wiring, trouble work 
and adjustments. 
In the laboratory 
there are 30 different makes of gas 
engines and 15 tractors of the most 
representative types. 
The laboratory 
la also well equipped with magnetos, 
eerburetors and nm plea of many of 
tbe amaller parta of g tm motora. 


Feed B etter and M ake M ore 
M oney 


Feed a cow as you would a horse— 
according to the amount of work done 
—but give her cow feed and not horse 
feed. 
So states C. S. Rhode, dairy 
specialist at the university. 
A high- 
producing cow is a hard-working ani­ 
mal and must be fed accordingly. 
A 
low-producing cow is doing very little 
work and therefore needs less feed. 
It Is logical, then, to feed each cow 
according to her production of milk 
and butterfat. 
Many members of cow testing asso­ 
ciations have found this out and are 
now reaping the profits. 
Mr. Denn- 
hardt of the Rock Island County asso­ 
ciation raised his herd from near the 
bottom of the list to third place by 
feeding a balanced ration according 
to the production of each cow\ 
All 
herds that showed any real improve­ 
ment in that association were fed 
balanced rations. 
Better feeding of milk cows Is en­ 
couraged by cow testing associations. 
A comparison of the pr<» duction of the 
different cows In the herd clearly 
points out the fallacy of giving every 
cow the same amount of feed. 
The 
low producer can’t use as much as 
the high producer and do it at a profit. 
It Is often possible for the tester to 
balance a ration that will produce 
much better results at a cost equal to 
or helow the cost of the old ration. 
A member of the Macoupin .County 
association, on advice of the Macoupin 
tester, fed In place of a high-priced 
ready-mixed feed a mixture of corn 
and cob meal, ground oats and oil 
meal. 
In one month his milk produc­ 
tion was increased 1,(590 pounds and 
the feed cost of the milk was reduced 
46 cents per hundred pounds. 
The work of the association tester 
is as much to discuss feeding prob­ 
lems as it Is to better milk. 
It Is 
only through proper feeding that prof­ 
its can he had, even from good cows. 
With the comhlnation of records of 
production and go4>d feeding, such as 
a live cow testing assoi iation em*our- 
iiges and makes possllde. every mem­ 
ber of such an association sliould en­ 
joy increased profits.

Soil Precautions in Buying 
Land 


F arm ers recognize th at land varies 
in agricultural value because of favor­ 
able or unfavorable location, and also 
because It varies in producing power. 
The character of the soil itself should 
be carefully investigated before p u r­ 
chase. 
Color is an im portant indica­ 
tion of value, It. S. Smith of the U ni­ 
versity of Illinois points out, but is not 
an infallible guide, particularly when 
only the surface color is exam ined. 
Black soils are thought of as good soils, 
I and such is usually the case; however, 
black soil may be nearly w orthless. In 
one case of this sort an individual had 
spent over a q u arter of a m illion of 
dollars in a large reclam ation project, 
only to face a total crop failure the 
first year and the prospect of m any 
subsequent failures due to the presence 
of an excessive am ount of alkali. This 
land Is dark brow n or black. 
Intelli­ 
gent exam ination of the hind would 
have given w arning of the trouble 
ahead, but an intelligent exam ination 
w as not made. 
C ertain farm s are known to change 
hands frequently. 
An exam ination of 
these farm s show's a good-looking su r­ 
face soil, particularly at certain tim es 
! of the year, hut they do not produce 
well. In these particular cases, a thor­ 
ough exam ination would reveal a very 
good brown to black surface soil to a 
depth of about eight inches, then a 
gray-colored ashy layer to a depth of 
about eighteen inches, resting on a 
highly plastic, impervious, tight clay 
subsoil. 
The reason for the frequent 
sales is revealed, but it would only he 
revealed by an exam ination of th e sub- 
! surface and subsoil and would not be 
suspected by anyone excepting a man 
who is trained in the classification of 
land, from a m ere exam ination of the 
surface. 
B efore buying a farm , tak e a spade, 
or, better, a soil auger, and see w hat 
kind of a subsoil is present. 
T he tw o 
most common faults in Illinois are 
presence of a tight clay, or hardpan 
subsoil, or a subsoil which is too open, 
due to the presence of gravel or sand 
too n ear the surface. 
T he prospective purchaser should 
either exam ine the soil m ap of the re­ 
gion or send the legal description of 
the land he is thinking of buying to his 
state experim ent station for a state­ 
m ent as to Its classification. 
D on’t 
w ait and do this a fte r m aking the pur­ 
chase, as is so frequently done. 
Next, 
m ake a careful exam ina^*) personally. 
In doing this, rem em ber th at th e su r­ 
face soil is only a p art of the land you 
are thinking of buying. 
If these two 
sim ple suggestions are followed, one 
need have little fear th at he is buying 
land which may have som ething wrong 
w ith it.

chanics. beekeeping and horticulture. 
In addition to the F arm ers’ week 
program , special program s are to be 
offered as follow s: 
F or bu tter and ice cream m akers— 
Jan u ary 21-F eh m a ry 2. 
For trac to r operators—January 15- 
20, Jan u ary 29-February 3. 
F or florists—Jan u a ry 21-25. 
The program for florists is offered 
this year for the first time. The work 
will cover greenhouse soils and fer­ 
tilizers, growing of greenhouse crops, 
and floral decoration. 
Railw ay lines of the W estern Pas­ 
senger association and of the C entral 
Passenger association have authorized 
reduced railroad rates. 
Tile associa­ 
tions specify open ra te of fare and a 
half w ith minimum excursion fare of 
SI from points in Illinois, and from 
St. Louis to U rbana and Champaign, 
w ith final return lim it January 28.

Feed Better and M ake More 
M oney 


Feed a cow as you w’ould a horse— 
according to th e am ount of work done 
—but give lier cow feed and not horse 
feed. 
So states C. S. Rhode, dairy 
specialist at the university. 
A high- 
producing cow* is a hard-w orking ani­ 
mal and m ust he fed accordingly. 
A 
low-producing cow is doing very little 
w’ork and therefore needs less feed. 
It Is logical, then, to feed each cow 
according to her production of milk 
and b u tterfat. 
M any m em bers of cow* testing asso­ 
ciations have found this out and are 
now’ reaping th e profits. 
Mr. Denn- 
h ardt of the Rock Island County asso­ 
ciation raised his herd from near the 
bottom of the list to third place by 
feeding a balanced ration according 
to the production of each cow’. 
All 
herds th at showed any real im prove­ 
m ent 
in 
th at association w ere fed 
balanced rations. 
B etter feeding of milk cows is en­ 
couraged by cow testing associations. 
A com parison of the production of the 
different cows in 
the herd 
clearly 
points out the fallacy of giving every 
cow the sam e am ount of feed. 
The 
low producer can’t use as much as 
the high producer and do it at a profit. 
It is often possible for the tester to 
balance a ration th at w’ill produce 
| m ach b etter results at a cost equal to 
I or below the cost of the old ration. 
A m em ber of the M acoupin .County 
association, on advice of the M acoupin 
tester, fed in place of a high-priced 
ready-m ixed feed a m ixture of corn 
and cob meal, ground oats and oil 
m eal. 
In one m onth his milk produc­ 
tion was increased 1,600 pounds and 
the feed cost of the milk w as reduced 
46 cents per hundred pounds. 
The work of the association tester 
is as much to discuss feeding prob­ 
lems as it is to b etter milk. 
It is 
only through proper feeding th at prof­ 
its can he had, even from good cows. 
W ith the com bination of records of 
production and good feeding, such as 
a live cow testing association encour­ 
ages and m akes possible, every mem­ 
ber of such an association should en­ 
joy increased profits.

Tractor Schools at University 


The departm ent of farm m echanics, 
college of agriculture, U niversity of 
Illinois, will conduct two one-week 
tracto r schools during the weeks of 
Jan u ary 14-19 and January 28 to Feb­ 
ruary 2, 1924. These two courses come 
the week before and the week afte r 
the F arm ers’ week program , Jan u ary 
21-25. 
The total registration for each 
week will be lim ited to 35 students. 
Twenty-one hours are to be devoted to 
lectures and 22 hours to practical lab­ 
oratory work during the w’eek. 
The lecture w’ork in this course will 
cover the construction, theory, opera­ 
tion, m aintenance and repair of gaso­ 
line engines and oil-burning tractors. 
T he laboratory work will consist of 
practical work in engine and tracto r 
operation, m agnetos, carburettors, en­ 
gine-tim ing and w iring, trouble work 
and adjustm ents. 
In th e laboratory 
there are 30 different m akes of gas 
engines and 15 tracto rs of the most 
representative types. 
The laboratory 
is also w’ell equipped wdth magnetos, 
carburetors and sam ples of m any of 
the sm aller p a rts of gas motors.

Rosicrucians Secret 
Order of 14th Century 
The Rosicrucians were a secret fra­ 
ternity alleged to have been founded 
during the latter part of the Four­ 
teenth century by Christian Rosen- 
kreuza, German mystic, who dwelt for 
a time in India and Egypt, where he 
acquired a profound knowledge of the 
„ occult arts. 
The Rosicrucians, like the alchem­ 
ists, pretended to transm ute metals, to 
prolong life and to possess knowledge 
of what w as occurring In distant 
places. 
They first became known to 
the world early in the Seventeenth 
century, through the publication of 
certain documents said to have been 
issued by them ; but according to many 
authorities, 
their 
existence was 
ex­ 
trem ely doubtful. 
The Rosicrucians were also called 
the Brothers of the Holy Cross, from 
the notion that the name is derived 
from “crux” (cross), and “rosa” (rose), 
Brewer, however, says that the word 
vRosicrucian comes from “ros” (dew) 
and “rosa” (rose).

sidered by the ancient chemists as the 
most powerful solvent 
of gold, and 
cross In alchemy is the synonym of 
light, because any figure of the cross

The cliff dwellings in Mesa Verde 
National park and in several national 
I monuments in the Southwest are relics 
I of a prehistoric race, whose origin and 
end are unknown. 
This race appar- 
j ently 
abandoned its cliff dwellings 
about 1,300 years ago. 
Jesse Xusbaum, superintendent of 
Mesa Verde, has recently unearthed 
pottery and artificial reservoirs be- 
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Ii eyed to belong to a much older civi­ 
lization than that of the cliff dwellers. 
These may date back to 1000 B. C., or 
even to an earlier time. 
: 
Dr. O. A. Turney, fellow of the 
Royal Geographic society, has recent­ 
ly found near Humboldt, Ariz., two 
human skeletons, which he thinks are 
those of men older than any race in 
tile Southwest. 
The Mayas of Yucatan, the Aztecs 
of Mexico and tile Incas of Peru were 
old, old civilizations. 
But if Professor H arrington’s tenta­ 
tive identification of the Santa Bar­ 
bara man as Neanderthal or Cro- 
Magnon stands up under investiga­ 
tion—why any other American finds 
are young indeed by comparison. 
For the Cro-Magnon 
people suc­ 
ceeded the Neanderthalers as m asters 
of Europe 25,000 years ago or even 
earlier. 
Professor Harrington, however, has 
been led to think by further investiga­ 
tion that his first tentative estim ate 
will not stand. 
He believes now that 
the owners of the skulls roamed the 
coast of California at a period prob­ 
ably 8,000 years ago*- C haracteristics 
not possessed by the Neanderthal and 
Cro-Magnon men have been found In 
the skulls of the Santa B arbara man 
after closer study, Doctor Harrington 
said. 
Scientists who flocked to Santa B ar­ 
bara 
confirm 
Doctor 
H arrington’s 
statem ent, however, that the skulls 
do form a connecting link between the 
modern Indian and his original ances­ 
tor in North America. Tile bones and 
tile strata of earth in which they were 
imbedded are of a type not known be­ 
fore to scientists. 
To determine more definitely the ago 
of the geological formation in which 
tile skulls were found, a topographical 
survey of Burton mound lias been 
made by a Smithsonian survey party 
to determine the original level of the 
ancient 
Indian settlement.

shaft was then sunk to bed rock. 
Samples of tile composition of each 
stratum were taken and forwarded to 
the Smithsonian institution for tests 
by geologists there. 
W here was the cradle of the human 
race? 
By what peoples was America 
originally settled?

questions which make tins d m l^ g of 
the scientists one of tile most lasci- 
natittg of pursuits. 
Tile third Asiatic expedition under 
the auspices of the American Museum 
of Natural History and Asia Magazine 
lins recently returned, with nine tons 
of important fossils. 
This expedition 
was primarily investigating the des­ 
erts m Mongolia, with the belief that 
there would he found proof that it was 
tile cradle of the human race. 
Roy Shipman Andrews, leader of the 
expedition, is convinced that further 
exploration of this region will con­ 
firm the Theory. 
He says: 
“We are confident that there are 
formations in th at country which will 
reveal the secret of man’s earliest or­ 
igin, and these formations we expect 
to uncover when we go into tile region 
again. 
We have found no direct evi­ 
dence yet on human evolution, but we 
have indirect indications tending to 
prove that central Asia was the cradle

To Cut Glass Tubes
